N THE PRESENCE of tens of thousands of admir- 
| ing citizens of Pennsylvania and other States the 
heroic bronze equestrian statue of General John 
Frederic Hartranft, commander of the Third Division, 
Niuth Corps, Army of the Potomac, and hero of Fort 
Stedman, was unveiled with suitable ceremony this 
afternoon. It occupies a commanding position close 
to the West State Street entrance to the Capitol Park, 
overlooking two of the city’s most prominent thorough- 
fares, und is the masterpiece of F. Wellington Ruckstuhl 
of New York. The statue is fourteen feet high, and, 
with its pedestal, reaches twenty-eight feet above the 
plaza. It represents Hartranft, the victorious com- 
mander, returning to his native town amid the plaudits 
of the populace, who strew his way with laurels and 
with palms. General Hartranft looked every inch the 
soldier he was, and made a good subject for the sculptor. 
The veterans of Hartranft’s division pronounce the 
statue a most perfect representation of their beloved 
general a-horse. The statue weighs about seven thou- 
sand pounds and represents an outlay of eighteen thou-
